He indicated that these observ­ 
er posts will go into operation

Ground Observer Corps units as 
soon as volunteers are available. 
Sgts. Grace and Schumacher 
went on to say that workers 
should come from the local area 
in order to be reasonably c lo s e 
to one of the posts, and urged 
that citizens wishing to volunteer 
get in touch immediately with 
County Supervisor William M.

Grace 
and Schumacher pointed out that 
no previous special training is 
required. 
“A Ground Observer 
Corpsman must be able to see, 
hear, and speak distinctly,” he 
stated.

There is no way 
a nation can crash without taking 
many individual lives and much 
happiness down with it. 


Pulling Others Down 
Out of the many lessons one can 
learn from the downfall of Judah 
and its capital Jerusalem is that 
innocent people suffer with the 
guilty and because of the guilty. 
Not every one in a wicked nation 
is wicked; some may have been 
doing their level best to keep the 
nation from going on the wrong 
track. Jeremiah is a prime ex­ 
ample of this kind of man. An in­ 
spired prophet, he had been warn­ 
ing his feHow-citizens for years, 
as had Ezekiel and other prophets. 
But in the general disaster he 
suffered quite as much as anybody 
who was to blame for the whole 
mess. Jerusalem was swallowed, 
you might say, in two bites. The 


I first was in 597 B. C. when the boy- 
! king Jehoiachin was taken off to 
1 Babylon there to spend the rest 
of his days as a prisoner. Along 
with the kinglet went the royal 
family, the aristocracy, the top 
army officers, and a thousand 
skilled workers. Jerusalem and Ju­ 
dah were left to third-raters for 
eleven years; stupid, weak men 
who (to make a long story short) 
committed national suicide. Jere­ 
miah suffered a great deal at the 
hands of these men.

a saintly Christian like Kagawa 
suffers in Japan’s defeat, even 
though both of them protested 
against their nation’s policies. 
Pulling Others Up 
Needless to say. there is the 
other side of this. Just as the in­ 
nocent are dragged down by the 
guilty, so the guilty are sometimes 
protected and benefited by the 
good. A nation by breaking God’s 
laws pulls down many individuals 
who keep God’s laws so far as 
they can; and on the other hand 
a nation that keeps God’s laws 
pulls up many individuals who are 
quite 
indifferent to God. 
Take 
America at the present writing, for 
instance. The picture may have 
changed by the time you read this; 
but while it is being written our 
nation 
is 
at peace, 
prosperity 
blooms on every side, we are one 
of the two most powerful nations 
the world has ever seen. Who de­ 
serves the credit? Not all of us. 
surely! We talk about the heroism 
of our forefathers, immigrants and 
pioneers; but we are not very he­ 
roic. 
We talk about American 
smartness and know-how; but how 
few of us know how! We point 
with pride to our vast educational 
system — and we read the comic 
strips. We are happy to see erosion 
brought under control and fertility 
restored to waste land. But how 
many farmers were eager for such 
a program at first? We are proud 
of progress, when if it had been 
left to most of us. we would still 
be stuck in the mud. 
The Price of Being Human 
The truth is, and we cannot be 
reminded of it too often, that the 
human race is all tied together. 
Mankind is made for community. 
The human race is not like a tray 
of sand, where one grain can blow 
jfl without disturbing the others 
very much. It is more like a block 
if concrete; move one grain of 
that and it all moves. We are hap­ 
ly enough to be pulled up by the 
community or the nation when that 
is better than we are; so we have 
not too much to cry about when 
we are pulled down by the com­ 
munity or the nation when that is 
worse than we are. We can’t have 
it both ways. We must not expect 
to benefit from the goodness of our 
good neighbors and at the same 
time not be hurt by the badness 
of our bad neighbors. It is the 
price of being human, that we are 
bonded together with countless 
others, and that with them we 
must often suffer the severe judg­ 
ment of God.

Dallas News Story Concerns Wise 
County, Anion Carter's Birthplace 


Frank X. Tolbert, columnist of 
the Dallas Morning News, was in 
Wise county last wef'k securing 
stories for his "Texas” column. 
The following story, concerning 
Wise county, appeared in Mon­ 
days News: 
ON AMON CAUTER 
AND THE BELLS 
By Frank X. Tolbert 
T h i s is a never-before-told 
story about Amon Carter and 
some church bells which his be­ 
loved mother heard many years 
ago when she went to worship 
at Crafton, Texas. 
Crafton, once a booming cotton 
town, is now a hamlet of about 
30 souls set among some sandy 
backroads in Wise County. Tho 
only 
store 
still 
standing 
is 
boarded up. Cattle and horses 
graze 
around 
the 
frame 
and 
sandstone ruins of other build­ 
ings. 
Here at Crafton, Amon Giles 
Carter Sr., one of Texas’ truly 
great men and a personality the 
like of which we’ll never see 
again, was bom in a sod floor 


log cabin on Dec. ll, 1879, the 
day of a terrible blizzard. 
The cabin was difficult to keep 
warm. So mother and new-born 
babe were moved to the snug 
farmhouse of a neighbor until 
the blizzard was over. 
Crafton was last Decoming a

Carter visited there in the 1930’s 
at a reunion of old timers. The

churches were falling down and 
their original bells were lying in 
the church yards. 
Amon Carter sent over some 
building materials with his Shady 
Onk Farm carpenter. And with 
the help of Crafton men a com­ 
munity tabernacle shed was built 
in which all denominations met 
for services when the weather 
was pleasant. 
At the reunion, Mr. Carter 
mentioned: 
"See that bell lying in the 
Presbyterian church yard ? My 
mother used to hear that bell 
back in the 1870’s and 1880’s 
w’hen she went to church. I’d like 
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i to have that bell.”

Will Warren, now the "mayor” 
of Crafton and a long-time friend 
J of Carter’s, helped build the tab- j 
emacle.

church yard, too. It was just as 
old as the Presbyterian bell. And 
Mrs. Carter had heard it, too, 
when she went to church on Sun-1 
flay. So I just loaded it into the 
truck and sent it to Shady Oak. 
Amon 
has a church bell his 
mother listened to, all 
right.! 
Only it’s a Baptist bell. I hoped I 
could raise thunder w'ith those 
two deacons and eventually talk 
them into sending in the right 
bell.

“Despite reduced net income 
and 
continued high production 
expenses on farms,’’ Mr. Fergu­ 
son said, “repayment of loans is 
rapid, and farm assets are at 
near-record levels, indicating that 
these factors have not in any 
sense 
weakened 
the 
financial 
soundness of agriculture. 
Bank 
loans play an important part in 
maintaining this strong financial 
position by permitting our farm­ 
ers and ranchers to make use of 


statement regarding the use of 
bank loans to farmers is the fact 
that of the total farm debt out­ 
standing in banks in Texas on 
January I, $231,772,000 was in

REFERENDUM SET 


Wool and sheep producers ofj 
the Wise County area are joining 
their fellow-farmers over the na­ 
tion in a referendum on approval 
of agreement between the Amer­ 
ican 
Sheep Producers Council, 
Inc. and the Secretary of Agri­ 
culture, 
The voting, by mail, already 
is under way, and will close Aug­ 
ust 19, 1955, it was announced 
by F. P. Martin, manager of the 
Wise County Agricultural Stabi­ 
lization and Conservation office. 
Ballots and instructions for vot­ 
ing already have been mailed to 
producers in Wise County, Mar­ 
tin said. 
As provided in the National 
Wool Act of 1954, the Secretary 
of Agriculture on March 17, 1955

COTTON PENALTY 
RATES ARE SET 
The new farmers who did not 
comply with the cotton acreage 
allotments established for their 
farms will be subject to a mar­ 
keting quota penalty on each 
pound of the excess cotton, G. A. 
Collier, Chairman of the County 
Agricultural 
Stabilization 
and 
Conservation Committee, has an­ 
nounced. Rates of the penalties 
have just been determined. 
The 
penalties 
on 
1955-crop 
cotton are 17.7 cents per pound 
for upland cotton. The rates are 
based on 50 per cent of the June 
15 partly price for the respective 
kinds of cotton. 
Chairman G. A. Collier pointed 
out that the number of cotton 
farmers with excess cotton acre­ 
age is small. 
Moreover, such 
farmers have 20 days after the 
date of the County Committee's 
notice of excess cotton acreage in 
which to dispose of the excess 
acreage. It therefore is likely that 
few farmers will be subject to 
the cotton penalty. 
Any farm er who knowingly 
overplants and does not adjust his 
farm cotton allotment will also be 
ineligible for price support on the 
crop of cotton which was over­ 
planted.

We would simply unite on the SCRIPTURES and ABADDON 
denominational peculiarities. 
God condemns divisions. Unity is GOOD and IS God’s Will. 
It is not simply a GOOD thing then—-it is a NECESSARY 
thing!
